JUDGE OVERRULES DEMURRER 


IN SUIT OF T. J. PETERS, WHO 


SEEKS DAMAGES FOR LOSS OF 


TOMATOBS. 


In a ruling made to Jacksonville, 


Judge Simmons overruled the dei 
rer of the Florida East Coast Rail- 
way company as defendant in a suit 
brought by Thos. J. Petere of Per- 
rine for 1100,000 damages suffered 
because of non-delivery of orate ma- 
terials in the year 1911. 
A second 


suit! has been filed and the declara- 
tion amended by Mr. Peters, against 
the railway company for $12,000, 
alleging loss because of delay of 
tomato shipments In transit. 


K is probable that both cases will 


be tried in Miami to January. 


According to the declaration filed 


IT Mr. Peters, 75,000 crates were 
delivered to the F. E. C. railway by 
the Cummer Lumber company 
of 


Jacksonville, 
and that unnecessary 


delays occurred in the delivery of the 
same, resulting m the decay of thou- 
sands of crates of tomatoes which 
should have been picked and sent to 
market. 


Mr. Peters had under cultivation 


that season about 400 acres of to- 
matoes, and the delay in the delivery 
of the crates 
came at the height 


of the season, causing him an im- 
mense loss 


Much interest has been manifested 


in this case as a number of other 
growers lost heavily because of the 
alleged negligence of the 
railway 


company that season. Mr. Peters is 
the only one that brought suit.

Hinton Mystery

"Please. »lr." said tbe chambermaid 


of the secoud floor of the Kensingmore 
hotel to the proprietor. "I can't get a 
reply from No. 43. The door is -locked 
and the key inside." 


The landlord remembered that No. 


43 had been taken the night before by 
a James Walk ley. a man with a bald 
head and uiuttou chop whiskers. He 
wished for No. 4-4 also, which commu- 
nicated, but It had been taken by a 
small man. named Russell, who had 
come in only half an hour before 
Walkley and left $300 in the hotel safe 
to be kept till Corning. 


The landlord went to No. 43 and was 


obliged to force the door. The room 
. was empty, and the bed had not been 


slept in. He passed through the con- 
necting door to the adjoining room. It. 
too, was empty, but the sheets of the 
bed were bloody. 


Evidently Walkley had murdered 


Russell. 
But bow had he got away 


with the body? 
This was soon ex- 


plained. Rnssell was a traveling sales- 
man, 
taking orders for laces. He hart 


brought with him an oblong sample 
case about Bve feet in length, so light 
that he had carried it to his room him- 
self. A shopkeeper opposite who lived 
over his store and who rose very 
early, on looking out of his front win- 
dow, saw a man emerge from the hotel 
carrying something that lookAI like a 
long, low trunk and walk away with 
his burden. He said the man carried 
it as if It were tolerably heavy. 


The landlord, putting these facts to- 


gether. made up his mind that Walk- 
ley bnd known Russell had money 
about him. had followed him to the 
hotel and had taken the adjoining 
room pucposely to rob him. The at- 
tempt to rob had resulted in murder 
Walkley had packed the bodv In bi< 
victim's lace sample case and had car- 
ried it away early in the inornniK. 
Whatever plunder be bad acquired hi- 
certainly had not got tbe $500 that 
Itussell bad left with the landlord (or 
safe keeping. 


The matter was reported to the po 


lice, but the mystery was nut solved, 
though it was further suggested by tue 
Inspector that Walkley had it-en Itus 
sell draw the money from tbe bank. 
The landlord was directed that if Bus- 
sell returned for his money to make 
the fact known at once, and efforts 
were made to trace Walkley. A hacli- 
mau was found who reported that a 
man in the street had hailed him early 
In the morning of the murder and ask- 
ed him to carry himself and an oblong 
trunk to a railway station.

terview with the landlord.

THINKS SHERIFF SMITH 


NAVAL STORES OPERATOR RE- 


CENTLY FOUND DEAD NEAR OR- 


MONO BELIEVED TO HAVE 


KILLED HIMSEL.F. 


That R. E, Baldwin, the naval stores 


operator, whose dead body was found 
securely wired and tied with rope to 
his 'horse several weeks ago commit- 
ted suicide, is the conclusion of Sher- 
iff E. L. Smith, who has been working 
on the case' unceasingly. Mr. Bald- 
win's body was found on the 28th of 
last month in a secluded spot several 
miles north of Ormond and the con- 
clusion was at once drawn, and has 
since been maintained by tbe general 
public, that be was murdered. At the 
time of his death, Mr. Baldwin carried 
considerable life Insurance, and most 
of the policies have been paid. 


The theory was at first advanced 


that Mr. Baldwin had been shot by 
some one, the conclusion being that 
that person was evidently a white 
man, 
who wired and tied the body to 


the horse in a spirit of revenge, that 
there would be no chance but what 
the iriends and relatives of the dead 
mat. would know the method of his 
untimely ending. 


Sheriff Smith and his deputies have 


investigated the case in all its phases 
and there is no doubt in the mind of 
the sheriff but the death of Mr. Bald- 
win was by suicide, n nas ben ascer- 
tained that the rope with which his 
body was tied to tne horse was cut 
from a swing used by his little chil- 
dren at his turpentine camp; the wire 
is the same as was taken from baled 
hay at his stables. His keys and gun 
that day he left at home and took par- 
tipular pains to tell his foreman just 
where they might be found. 


His asosciates had noticed for days 


previous that he seemed to be de- 
spondent and this despondency is ac- 
counted for by the low ebb of the 
na^al stores market andt he financial 
embarrassment in which Mr. Baldwin 
is said to have been. 


Sheriff Smith pointed out that the 


only missing link in the theory of 
suicide is the failure to find the gun 
from which the fatal shot was fired. 
He might have killed himself several 
hundred yards from the place where 
the horse was found. 
It will be re- 


membered, says the sheriff, that fol- 
lowing Mr. Baldwin's death it rained 
all night in that locality, and the rain 
would have washed away blood stains 
that would lead to the spot where he 
was shot and thus locate the gun and 
his hat. 


When he fired the shot the gun nat- 


urally dropped, and Mr. Smith says 
that in the dense underbrush it could 
remain unseen even 
after diligent 


search. Mr. Baldwin's hat has never 
been found, but if he flred the bullet 
through the hat there would be no 
powder burns upon the body. 


Previous to his death Mr. Baldwin 


had had trouble with negro employes, 
but from the first the conclusion was 
drawn that negroes had not killed htm 
for the reason that members of this 
most superstitious of all races will not 
touch a human body after death, and 
the sheriff went to work on the theory 
that the death was self-inflicted, or 
caused by a white man. 


Members of the family, it is under- 


stood, give little or no credance to the 
suicide theory, but Sheriff Smith has 
definitely arrive3 at this conclusion, 
and while loath to give his theory pub- 
licity as long as he felt there was any 
chance that the crime of murder might 
have been committed, Tuesday he au- 
thorized the Daytona Gazette-News to 
quote his opinion, feeling, be stated, 
that the public was looking to him for 
some public statement. Deference to 
the feeling to the family and friends 
of Mr. Baldwin, and the possibility of 
complications on the life insurance 
policies caused Mr. Smith to not soon- 
er give his opinion, publicly at least. 


At the last meeting of the board of 


county commissioners that body was 
ready to ask Gov. Trammel! to offer 
from the governor's emergency fund 
a reward for the murderer, but Mr. 
Smith stated to the members of the 
board that such a reward would avail 
nothing. While he did not suggest to 
the board of county commissioners the 
suicide theory, he evidently had at 
that time arrived at the conclusion he 
has now made public.

Then people, like 
the pianists who can render difficult 
compositions without thinking about 
them, acquire the power to talk with- 
out thinking about what they were 
isaylng.

without ideas in the mind of 'lie 
•peakcr. 
: If it were impossible to speak with- 
out thinking, Mr. Lourie insists that 
the greater part of mankind would 
Brow dumb in a few years. For far 
from being creatures that think "men 
«re nothing but animared talking ma- 
chines." 
They curry within them-' 


eelves tne principal of verbal move- 
ment, which ib determined by a power 
over which they have uo control. 


When the words become divorced 


from the idea talking becomes patho- 
logical, a dibease for a tnan'e Intelli- 
gence is not measured by the number 
of words he speaks, but according to 
tin power of comprehension. Idiots 
.frequently express themselves with 
«reat facility, while men of genius 
•re often able to talk in only the moet 
poverty-stricken terms. 


Verbomania, he insiets, affects num- 


bers of people who are in other re- 
•pecu quite normal and whose mal- 
ady does not prevent them, unfortu- 
nately, from taking part in the regular 
business of pvery-day life.

ftfi victims he counts leaders of sects 
and of politica1 parties, and also habit- 
«ial gossips, ^ horn he places in the 
eame class as dipsomaniacs. 


These verbomaniacs become moral 


•weaklings, and their disease becomes 
associated v.ilh all kinds ot vanity, 
slander calumny and perjury. 
It is

than mun, and it spreads more rapidly 
among the southern races

was described m u fascinating lecture 
on "Numbers in History," recently at 
the University college by Prof. Hans 
Delbrueck, professor of history 
at 


the University of lierlin. 


Professor Delbrueck said the 
first 


point to which in any history of war 
they had to direct attention was the 
number of the warriors. It was a ret- 
ognized fact that Moltke displayed j 
great genius in 1970 when he directed 
a monstrous mass of his troops from 
one center, drew them up abreast and 
made them act together in battle. 


To direct such a mass unitedly was, 


even with railways, roads, telegraphs 
and a general staff, an exceedingly dif- 
ficult task. 


Armies, /however, 
demanded 
not 


only to be moved, but also to be fed, 
and even for this side of campaigning 
later war history, such as the pro- 
visioning of Bazaine's army in Metz, 
gave us measures of which we could 
make use for older times.

calculate that the last men could only 
have left Susa beyond the 
Tigris

A recent automobile trip of 537 


miles from Daytona to Miami and re- 
turn many be of interest to some of 
your subscribers," regarding the condi- 
tion of roads between the two cities, 
and I assure you as far as bad roads 
exist their regrets Will be for a ten- 
mile stretch starting four miles south 
of Titusville, nearly to Cocoa, 
and 


from Bona Venture to Eau Gallie, a 
stretch of about 13 miles, four miles 
ot which will make you wish you were 
at home;.23 miles of bad roads is the 
total. 
' After 
you 
have 
passed 
these 


blotches on the "Montreal to Miami" 
highway you can Kettle down into the 
cushions and enjoy some of the fin- 
est, smoothest roads you have ever 
traveled. I've read of the "road-build- 
ing Romans," but as far as distance is 
concerned, there is no 
comparison 


with the stretches of mile after mile 
of as smooth and hard a ruau as one 
nould Mish and you'll marvel as you 
whisk along at a 25 or 30-mile clip 
that such a road was ever built in 
such a wilderness. 


At no place, even in your own be- 


loved state where the population is ten 
times as numerous, will you find such 
easy running, where your motor hums 
and sings in such appreciation, but be 
careful in turning out for other cars, 
and slacken your speed for the treach- 
ery of the sand is nearly as great as 
if you stepped off the eaves of your 
house, for it will jerk and pull you 
into a depth that will detain you for 
an hour. The natives, who usually use 
a horse and wagon, will treat you 
more tiian right for they realize the 
weakness 
of 
those 
high-powered 


steeds when in sand, and often turn 
way out into the scrub and palmetto 
when you pass. Don't forget that they 
have as much right as you to the road 
and that a "thank you, sir," or a nod 
of appreciation is so easy for the great 
courtesy extended. 


Some of the scenery in places will 


greatly interest the tourist, especially 
along the river, but I do not recall any 
place more beautiful than the drive 
along the river between Daytona and 
New Smyrna, 15 miles. 
As you go 


farther south the road leaves the river

TheWalkley-Russell- 


Hinton Mystery

"Please. »lr." said tbe chambermaid 


of the second floor of the Kensingmore 
hotel to the proprietor. "1 can't get a 
reply from No. 43. Tbe door is -locked 
and the key inside." 


The landlord remembered that No. 


43 had been taken the night before by 
a James Walk ley. a man with a bald 
head and uiuttou chop whiskers. He 
wished for Xo. 4-4 also, which commu- 
nicated, but It had been taken by a 
small tnan. named Russell, who had 
come in only half an hour before 
Walkley and left $300 in the hotel safe 
to be kept till teorning. 


The landlord went to No. 43 and was 


obliged to force the door. Tbe room 


. was empty, and the bed had not beeu 


slept in. He passed through the con- 
necting door to the adjoining room. It. 
too, was empty, but the sheets of the 
bed were bloody. 


Evidently Walkley had murdered 


Russell. 
But bow had he got away 


with tbe body? 
This was soon ex- 


plained. Russell was a traveling sales- 
man, 
taking orders for laces. He bail 


brought with him an oblong sample 
case about live feet in length, so ligbt 
that be bad carried it to his room him- 
self. A shopkeeper opposite who lived 
over his store and who rose very 
early, on looking out of his front \vlu- 
dow. 
saw a man emerge from tbe hotel 


carrying something that lookAi like a 
long, low trunk and walk away with 
his burden. He said tbe man carried 
it as if it were tolerably heavy. 


The landlord, putting tbese facts to- 


gether. made up bis mind that Walk- 
icy had known Russell bad money 
about tiiin. had followed bim to the 
hotel and had taken the adjolnin;.' 
room pucposely to rob bim. Tbe at- 
tempt to rob had resulted in murder 
Walkley had packed tbe bodv in bi< 
victim's luce sample case and had car- 
ried it away early in the moraine:. 
Whatever plunder be bad acquired !»• 
certainly bad not got tbe $500 tbat 
Uussell'bad left witb tbe landlord for 
safe keeping. 


Tbe matter was reported to tbe po 


lice, but tbe mystery nas not solved, 
though it was further suggested by tue 
inspector that Walkley bad seen Rus 
sell draw tliu money from tbe bank. 
The landlord was directed that if Rus- 
sell returned for his money to make 
the fact known at once, and effort 
1-- 


were made to trace Walkley. A nacli- 
man was found who reported that a 
man in tbe street had bailed him early 
in the morning of the murder and ask- 
ed liim to carry himself and an oblcoK 
trunk to a railway station. 
But tbe 


cabman reported that he had lifted \ue 
trunk on to bis box beside his seat 
and it could not have weighed more 
than twenty-five or tbirty pounds. 


About tbe time tbat this Wulkley- 


Russell affair happened a certain Ed- 
ward Hinton disappeared, leaving be- 
hind bim a wife and three children 
He kissed bis wile one morning previ- 
ous to KoinK to bis office and was never 
afterward seen by any one \vlio knew 
him. 
Mr.s. llinton reported bis dis- 


appearance to tbe police and had a 
thorough se.irch made of tbe hospitals 
without finding her husband. The two 
mysteries were not thought of as hav- 
ing any connection \\itb each other, 
but if tlie\ h.id and the date of Mr 
llinton's vMinshias bad been compar- 
ed \vltb th.it of the occurrence of the 
Russell 
affair it would have been 


found that on the evening of tbe day 
riiuton disappeared Russell and Walk- 
ley put up at the KenslnKmore hotel 


Three months after llinton's disap- 


pearance his wife was summoned to a 
hospital, where she found her husband. 
He did not appear to be seriously ill. 
but said that he did not know how he 
bad come to be there. It seemed to 
be a case of loss of memory. -He was 
taken home, and, though he seemed 
somewhat dazed for a few days, with- 
in a week bad returned to his daily 
duties. 


One day he went to tbe Kensing- 


more hotel and asked for a private in- 
terview with the landlord. 
Beinjc 


closeted together, he offered to reveal 
the Russell-Walkley mystery on condi- 
tion that the matter be kept a secret. 
The landlord gave the required pledge, 
and Mr. Olnton snld- 


"I am really Hinton. but besides be- 


ing Hinton I am Walkley. Russell was 
and Is a woman. I became infatuated 
with her nnd for her deserted my 
wife and children 
I determined to go 


away from them with her. but that 
we might not be traced we determined 
to disappear. Dressed as a man. she 
personated a traveling salesman and 
took one of two adjoining rooms at 
your hotel. 
I followed, inking the 


other. Early in the morning she got 
Into the sample trunk. I smeared the 
sheets with blood from a cut in my 
own finger, then carried her in the 
trunk downstairs, out and np the 
street to her room, where she got out 
of the trunk. I then took it out again, 
hailed a cabman and was driven to a 
station. The woman afterward joined 
me in another city. 


"We lived together for a few month!). 


then quarreled. 
I settled a sum of 


money on her. she agreeing to leave me 
and keep our secret Then, desiring to 
return to my family, I invented the 
scheme of pretending to have lost my 
memory." 


Hinton convinced tbe landlord that 


the money deposited in the safe be- 
longed to him. and the latter returned 
It The secret ban been kept thus far 
to well that It baa never come to the 
knowledge of tbe Hinton family.

THINKS SHERIFF SMITH 


NAVAL STORES OPERATOR RE- 


CENTLY FOUND DEAD NEAR OR- 


MONO BELIEVED TO HAVE 


KILLED HIMSEL.F. 


That R. E. Baldwin, the naval stores 


operator, whose dead body was found 
securely wired and tied with rope to 
hie horse several weeks ago commit- 
ted suicide, is the conclusion of Sher- 
iff E. L. Smith, who has been working 
on the case' unceasingly. Mr. Bald- 
win's body was found on the 28th of 
last month In a secluded spot several 
miles north of Ormond and the con- 
clusion was at once drawn, and has 
since been maintained by the general 
public, that he was murdered. At the 
time of his death, Mr. Baldwin carried 
considerable life Insurance, and most 
of the policies have been paid. 


The theory was at first advanced 


that Mr. Baldwin had been shot by 
some one, the conclusion being that 
that person was evidently a white 
man, 
who wired and tied the body to 


ihe horse in a spirit of revenge, that 
there would be no chance but what 
the iriends and relatives of the dead 
mat. would know the method of his 
untimely ending. 


Sheriff Smith and his deputies have 


investigated the case in all its phases 
and there is no doubt in the mind of 
the sheriff but the death of Mr. Bald- 
win was by suicide. Tt nas ben ascer- 
tained that the rope with which his 
body was tied to tne horse was cut 
from a swing used by his little chil- 
dren at his turpentine camp; the wire 
is the same as was taken from baled 
hay at his stables. His keys and gun 
that day he left at home and took par- 
tipular pains to tell his foreman just 
where they might be found. 


His asosciates had noticed for days 


previous that he seemed to be de- 
spondent and this despondency is ac- 
counted for by the low ebb of the 
na^al stores market andl he financial 
embarrassment in which Mr. Baldwin 
is said to have been. 


Sheriff Smith pointed out that the 


only missing link in the theory of 
suicide is the failure to find the gun 
from which the fatal shot was fired. 
He might have killed himself several 
hundred yards from the place where 
the horse was found. 
It will be re- 


membered, says the sheriff, that fol- 
lowing Mr. Baldwin's death it rained 
all night in that locality, and the rain 
would have washed away blood stains 
that would lead to the spot where he 
was shot and thus locate the gun and 
his hat. 


When he fired the shot the gun nat- 


urally dropped, and Mr. Smith says 
that in the dense underbrush it could 
remain unseen even 
after diligent 


search. Mr. Baldwin's hat has never 
been found, but if he flred the bullet 
through the hat there would be no 
powder burns upon the body. 


Previous to his death Mr. Baldwin 


had had trouble with negro employes, 
but from the first the conclusion was 
drawn that negroes had not killed him 
for the reason that members of this 
most superstitious of all races will not 
touch a human body after death, and 
the sheriff went to work on the theory 
that the death was self-inflicted^ or 
caused by a white man. 


Members of the family, it is under- 


stood, give little or no credance to the 
suicide theory, but Sheriff Smith has 
definitely arrived at this conclusion, 
and while loath to give his theory pub- 
licity as long as he felt there was any 
chance that the crime of murder might 
have been committed, Tuesday he au- 
thorized the Daytona Gazette-News to 
quote his opinion, feeling, be stated, 
that the public was looking to him for 
some public statement. Deference to 
the feeling to the family and friends 
of Mr. Baldwin, and the possibility of 
complications on the life 
insurance 


policies caused Mr. Smith to not soon- 
er give his opinion, publicly at least. 


At the last meeting of the board of 


county commissioners that body was 
ready to ask Gov. Trammel! to offer 
from the governor's emergency fund 
a reward for the murderer, but Mr. 
Smith stated to the members of the 
board that such a reward would avail 
nothing. While he did not suggest to 
the board of county commissioners the 
suicide theory, he evidently had at 
that time arrived at the conclusion he 
has now made public.
